These are found in Romans 12:6-8, 1 Corinthians 12:4- 
10, 28, and Ephesians 4:7-8: Apostleship, prophecy, miracles, 
healings, knowledge, tongues, interpretation of tongues, wisdom, 
discernment, giving, exhortation, ministering, mercy-showing, 
ruling, faith, teaching, evangelism, and pastor-teacher.
